EX-GOVERNOR SMITH'S startling prediction that "some 


day smoking will be prohibited" is recalled by the entry; 


into the anti-tabacco campaign of the Board of Temperance,' 
Prohibition and Public Morals of the Methodist Episcopal! 
church. The board began its new crusade by an attack on; 
it", organ, the Voice, on "the murderous campaign of the 
American Tobacco trust," which, it was claimed, is now re- 
commending cigarettes to women. The article declared that 
"these conscienceless baby killers should be given a lesson that i 


',\vill last for the next generation," and went on to tell of 40, 
«babies in one ward of a New York hospital found to be suf-, 
fering- from tobacco heart, quoting an "authority" as saying, 
that "fiO per cent of all babies born of cigarette-smoking I 
mcthfrs die before they reach the age of two years, due pri- 
marily to nicotine poisoning." 


This startling assertion naturally drew the attention of, 


the medical profession and tho American Medical Associa- 
tion proceeded to investigate, promptly finding that the "au- 
thority" quoted was not a medical man in the proper senses 
but only a member of an unrecognized cult. The medical 
records were then searched and nowhere was found any men- 
tion of tobacco heart in newborn children. The survey that 
followed "showed that cigarettes had no apparent effect, one 
way or the other, on mothers, and that women were no more! 
lival to physical debilitation from smoking than were their i 


t.husbands and brothers." 


Governor Smith may be right in his conclusions concern- 


ing a nation-wide ban on smoking, but states that have tried 
jt in the past eventually abandoned the effort as a bad job,: 
impossible of accomplishment. 
It would be still more dif-j 


ficult ftQ^jto place a bar against tobacco, with the popularity 
of the cigarette becoming greater daily.—Texarkanu Gazette.
